away. 

Marrin then came to Philadelphia, having 
established his family here prior tf his flight 
from Chicago. He bought a handsome house 
on South Fotty-fourth street and appeared 
here as “Judge” Franklin Stone, lawyer 
and turfman, from Kentucky. Almost inme- 
diately he opened offices fora fake! 
firm known as Storey & Co., in which the 
partners were alleged to be Franklin E. 
Storey and Francis Stone. 

Blind to Promote tion. 

This firm was a blind for Marrin, who at 
the same time was promoting the firm of 
Arthur 8S, Foster & Co., cotton specialists. 
Martrin went to Europe almost immédiately 
after launching Storey & Co, and the Fos- 
ter fraud, being represented in the latter 
concern by an Englishman known as Arthur 
8. Foster Francis. 

In business this man passed as Foster. So- 
cially and at his hotel he was known as 
Francis. Once each week Francie called at 
Marrin’s home on Seuth Porty-fourth street 
and secured Mrs. Marrin’s check to defray 
the current expenses of floating the Foster

This fatter concern was put out of business 
on Sept. 19, 1900, by a fraud order issued os- 
tensibly on the ground of fraud, but in reality © 
because the man Francis, who was identi 
by postal inspectors as having had a crook 
record in New Orleans, appeared as the nomi- 
nal head and manager. 

Following the collapse of the Foster fraud, 
Marrin produced F. Ewart Storey, who paid 
the remaining debts of the Foster firm. 

“Entitled” to Use Mails. 

While the affairs of this concern were 

wound up Marrin went to Washington an 
Tyner-Miller crowd in the solicitor’s

SIX MINERS DEAD, FOUR HURT 


ton Company Wrecks Part of Mine 
and Causes Loss of Life. — 


Princeton, Ind., March 22.—Six miners dead 
and four injured, two probably fatally, is the 
result of an explosion in the mine of the 
Princeton Coal and Mining.company this 
afternoon. The cauge of the explosion has 
not been determined.

The cause of the disaster is not kncwn, 
save that it resulted from a powder explo- 
sion. The miners were making their blasts 
previous to leaving the mine and the great- 
er part of the miners had ascended. Wheth- 
er it was a premature shot or an overcharge 
is not known now, nor is it known whe fired 
the shot. The explosion wrecked a portion 
of the mine and the supporting timbers were 
hurled in every direction. The supports 
gone, the slate roof gave way in many places 
and the rescuers were in constant danger 
from this source. . 

The first intimation that an explosion had 
occurred was the action of the cage rope, 
which was ascending. The engineer noted 
a relaxation of the hoisting rope, indicating 
a force from below. 

This is the second serious disaster for this 
mine. Nine years ago an in the 
mine killed nine. The mine was then the 
property of the Maule Coal company.

The meeting was 
under the auspices of the University Demo- 
cratic club.

But we are 
going to own ard operate the lines just the 
same, and repay the money we invest from 
the dividends of the lines themselves. If it 
should turn. out that during the first year the 
roads do not pay the interest on the money 
borrowed for their purchase, the law pro- 
vides for their being taken into a court of 
chancery to be knocked down to a company 
which shall be given a franchise for twenty 
years.”’ 

In hie scheme Judge Dunne said municipal 
ownership would include a civil service sys- 
tem. He also offered a prize of $100 to any 
one who would get a man a place on either 
the police or fire department without taking 
a civil service examination. ‘ 

Judge Dunne also offered a word of ex- 
planation in regard to his watertax. Recent- 
ly, he admitted, he had paid $5.10 fcr using 
city water. Eighteen months before, he 
added, he had paid another bill of $22.10. 

Mayor Harrison entered an emphatic denial 
of the assertion made by John M. Harlan 
that political assessments in the interest of 
Judge Dunne were being made among city 
employés, especialy policemen. 

“If any one has proof of any such thing ht 
him bring it to me and I will punish the of- 
fender. I am confident, however, no such 
thing is being done.”
